teachers would be uader the necessity of making 
thetnselves offensive to their pupils, by the exer- 
cise of therr authority. if parents thus prepared 
their chidren tor happiness in schools befo 
they sent them there. [ must bey leave to im- 
sist upon this pornt as one of paramount umport 
ance. By it the judicious teacher is rehev 
from one of the most perplexing tasks of hus 
avocation—the task of subj 
child to the clans of his authority. The 
piness of the pupil, too, during the whole period 
of its instruction. is secured or marred by the 
state of subordination, tt had received before it 
enters the school. 

The welfare and prosperity of the young 
depend measurably upon the regard with which 
they look upeo tbeir parents, superior 
and each other.

Ist. The Black Mulberry (Morus Mipa)—this 
tree 1s a native of Asia Minor, and grows up 
wards of Uurty feet bigh; the leaves are large 
and entire ; the fruit large and dar arple ; ats 
le.ves make a coarse and briitle silk—therefore 
it 1s not recommended for silk worms. 

ad. The Red Malberry (Morus Rubra) native 
Amencan—this tree grows over forty feet in

heuht; the leaves are large, of a dark creen 
color, and very ovarse. his tree is not re 
commended for the worms. 

3. White Ital Morus Al generally 


thought to be a mative of Italy, but, asceriaioed 
to be a native of China, and is the best food for 
the silk. worm, (except the Mulucauls and 
Broussa, which are hereafter described.) It 
grows rapidly trom seed cuttings or layers; its 
truant 1s white and very insipid, aod excepting (be 
seed contained in it. 1s of no value. 

4th. Japan or Paper Mulberry, not used for 
silk worms, but exteusively used for ornamenta: 
or shade trees. 

Sth. Morus Malticaulis or Ciinese, or as 
some call it Manilla Mulberry. This i ou oF 
fameotal shrub ro China—and the most valuable 
species of Mulberry for feeding the silk wor 
both on account of the large + the leaves 
by whieh one half to two-thirds of t! bor is 
saved ia picking the leaves. and on account of 
the fineness and superior quality of the silk 
which is produced from 1. 

It w more of a shrub than a tree, and when 
i@ full verdure, presents a most beautiful a 
pearance.

LOSS OF THE KILLARNEY STEAMER, AND 
TWENTY-FOUR LIVES LOST. 
FURTRER PARTICULARS. 
From the Cork Constitution. 

One of the most calamitous occurrences that 
we have had for a long time to deplore, took 
place on our coast: we meaa the total destruc- 
ioe of the Killarney steamer, and the loss of not 
fewer than 24 lives. The Killarney left this on 
a Friday morning for Bristol, but the weather 
being very tempestuous, she only made Poor- 
head, and was cliged to return toharbor. She 
put off again that ing about five o'clock, 
and yot abreast ot Yougha!. Here she was tound 
so “ laborsome,” that a number of pigs were 
torown overboard for the purpose of lighteniog 
ber, and it was deemed advisable to try and re- 
gain the harbor. ‘They could not, however, keep 
full steam on her, for she bad been leaking, and 
the water had so increased in the hold, ia which 
the coals were kept, that they became quite 
wet and would not burn freely. There were 
dry coals ia the fore cabin, but they were not 
easy procurable. From four o'clock on Satuar- 
day morning they could scarcely keep any 
steam up, and in 12 hours after, about 4 o'clock 
in the evening, she struck on a rock under the 
Renones, near Curhine, and about two miles 
from Kobert's Cove. It would seem impossible 
tu account for ber reaching this coast, and it is 
said that all endeavors were made to keep her 
then off the land. The sais were sp , but 
they were shivered to atoms. When she struck 
the auchor was let go, and the vessel swung 
round and touched a large rock that rose a con- 
siderable height above the level of the sea. The
